LONDON, Sept. 22—Regulations under an emergency powers act, such 
as were effected at the time ot the British general strike in 1926, will be 
enforced to prevent profiteering in food and an unwarranted rise in general 
retail prices, it was authoritatively learned today, 

The Treasury issued an order prohibiting until further notice the pur- 
chase of foreign exchange or transfer of funds by British subjects except for 
financing normal trade requirements for contracts existing before Sept. 21. 


The order also exempts reasonable travelling expenses or personal 
purchases, 
LONDON, Sept. 22— Rushed through parliament in 


record time and signed by a royal commission, the British

Sooner or later, without Dominion as- 
sistance, the province of Saskatchewan 
would in the normal course of things ex 
tend its highway from Battleford to 
Lloydminster, and the province of Alberta 
complete the construction of the Jasper 
Trail; thus bringing into existence a 
through motor road all the way from Re- 
gina, by way of Saskatoon and Edmonton 
to Jasper, connecting there with the Bri- 
tish Columbia highways to Kamloops and 
Big Bend, and with the newly-projected 
highway from Jasper to Banff. 

It is not a question of whether these 
two gaps will eventually be filled in, and a 
trunk road opened up through central Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. The question is 
whether this work will be done now with 
the Dominion Government paying half the 
cost, or whether it will be done later on 
at the entire expense of the taxpayers of 
the two provinces. With the related ques- 
tion of whether the people in these central 
areas of the two provinces will get the 
benefits of the highway as soon as it can 
be completed, or will have to wai. until th¢ 
exigencies of provincial finance and obli- 
gations make it convenient for the provin- 
cial governments to fill in these missing 
links wholly at their own expense. 

The provinces of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta have already built and paid for 
sreater portion of the sections of the 
‘anada highway lying within their

mount of money to complete that under- 
taking so far as these provinces are con 
cerned. But it is a fair proposition that 


there should be some reasonable propor- 
tion between the amount of federal money 
given to the Governments of these two 
provinces, aS against other provinces, 
from the Trans-Canada fund. The fact 
that Saskatchewan and Alberta have al- 
ready built and paid for the greater part 
of the Trans-Canada highway lying with- 
in their borders is a poor reason why they 
should be denied a fair proportion of the 
money the Dominion intends to spend on 
the national highway system. 

That the Dominion will have to spend 
little to make the Trans-Canada highway 
a fact so far as these provinces are con- 
cerned, gives to the two provinces a per- 
fectly valid claim that the Dominion 
should assist them in bridging the two re- 
maining gaps in the trunk highway they 
have themselves been slowly evolving be- 
tween Regina and Jasper. Nor is there 
any reason to suppose that this claim, if 
properly presented, would be rejected by 
the Dominion or objected to by other pro- 
vinces. There certainly no proper 
ground upon which either rejection or ob-

jection could he based. The Dominion 
Government, it is to be assumed, is pre- 
pared to deal equitably as between one 
province and another. And the other

that the system should be literally 
flooded with pure water to wach out 
the accumulated poisons and the ex- 
coss of sugars from faulty metabol'’sm 
Two or three sponge baths should be 
used daily to insure proper skin elim- 
ination.

Question: Emily writes:

Have been doctoring for years without 
any results, and I am hoping that you 
can help me, At the age of seven I 
began getting white spots on my neck 
and face and now they are located on 
many parts of my body. My skin is nor- 
mal in appearance except for the white 
pots. I feel well, but it worries me 60, 
as they appear to be spreading.” 

Answer: When white patches appear 
on the skin, it is usually a sign of 
vitiligo, which is a disease due to the 
destruction of the coloring pigment in 
the skin. Th‘s comes from a systemic 
ac'dosis and further trouble can be 
prevented through dietetic measures 
which would correct the lack of nor- 
mal alkalinity of the blood. You shonld 
also have treatment to the affected 
area with ultra violet or actinic light. 
On the exposed parts you can cause 
the white spots to become darker by 
cutting out a hole In a piece of paper 
the same s'ze and shape as the spot 
and allowing the actinic light to be 
given through the hole. The paper 
will protect the surrounding skin from 
becoming darker,
